WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion announced today that all fats 
and oils, including linseed oil, had 
been decontrolled, effective at 
12:01‘ o’clock this morning. In 
addition to linseed oil, the agency 
said the new action released coco- 


nut oil, fish oils, inedible tallow 
and grease and a number of less 
important items.

Cotton textile prices will remain 
unchanged in November, OPA 
announced, after rising in each 
of the three previous months. The 
agency said the average price of 
raw cotton for the two-week 
period Oct. 8-22 was 36.52 cents 
a pound compared with 36.51 for 
the same period in September. 
Under the OPA extension. law 
Congress directed that cotton 
textile prices be revised monthly, 
up or down, to reflect raw cotton 
prices. 
Oils Used in Paints. 

Most of the oils that had been 
retained under ceilings were in- 
gredients in paints and varnishes 
needed in the housing program or 
for soaps. Many fats and oils 
previously had been removed from 
price ceilings. The new action 
freed the entire list of both edible 
and inedible items. 

Before the latest order, soap in- 
dustry spokesmen had said that 
the excessive price spread between 
Hed inedible fats and decon- 
trolled edible fats had resulted in 
many tallow producers holding 
back supplies from soap makers 
in anticipation of the end of con- 
trols on inedible fats.

As Lilienthal’s successor for 
chairmrn of the TVA, Truman 
named Gordon R. Clapp, general 
manager of the government util- 
ity since 1939. Clapp received the 
appointment, which is effective 
Nov. 1, on his forty-first: birthday.

Says There Won’ 


t Be Another War 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (UP)—The 
speakers had finished, and the 
great council chamber of the 
United Nations was silent. The 
little man picked up his black 
crutches and smiled. 


“Don't worry, there will not be 
another war,” he said. “I am cer- 
tain of it.” 


His name was Boris Izakov, 
diplomatic correspondent for Mos- 
cow’s Pravda, and he walked. with 
crutches because part of his left 
foot was blown off by a German 
hand grenade while fighting as a 
major with partisans in the Lenin- 
grad district. 

“Our people simply do not be- 
lieve that there could be another 
war,” Izakov added, putting away 


but respect for the Americans. 
They still remember them as com- 
rades-in-arms, 

. “If you asked them about the 
possibility of war, they would 
think you made a joke—a very 
bad one.” , 

Izakov said that it seemed to 
him that the United Nations was 
off to a good beginning, and this 
was good, 

“Like many Americans, I have 
a son,” Izakov said. “I would not 
rest easy if I believed that my 
6-year-old Igor must grow up ,to 
fight. Already he has seen too 
much of war and it left its mark 
upon him.”

LONDON, Oct. 29 (UP)—Russia 
has 60 divisions in the west at 
present, it does not have the se- 
cret of the atom bomb, it still is 
interested in a loan from the Unit- 
ed States and does not believe the 
veto power has been overworked, 
Premier Stalin said in an exclu- 
sive interview obtained by an ex- 
change of messages between Lon- 
don and Moscow. 

On returning to London from 
Germany, France and Scandinavia, 
I wired Stalin 31 questions on Oct. 
21. Last night he replied to all 
31 questions. 

Stalin’s reply regardin the 
presence of 60 divisions in the 
west follows by a few days Win- 
ston Churchill’s inquiry in the 
House of Commons as to whether 
the U.S.S.R. had not 200 divisions 
on a war footing in the occupied 
territories from the Baltic to Vien- 
na and from Vienna to the Black 
sea.

In response to another ques- 
tion, “What in your opinion is the 
most serious threat to peace?” he 
said, “The incendiaries of a new 
war, foremost Churchill and those 
who think like him in Great Brit- 
ain and the United States.” 

Concerning Yugoslavia’s deci- 
sion not to sign the Italian peace 
treaty, Stalin said, “Yugoslavia 
has grounds to be dissatisfied.” 

Stalin said, “I hope so,” in re- 
sponse to a question as to whether 
present negotiations would lead to

Zach Oppenheimer, president of 
the Kentucky Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation and of the Louisville 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, said 
dealers in this area had threat- 
ened to revolt at the proposed 
higher prices. 


COTTON FUTURES DECLINE $10 


Value Now $50 a Bale I low Price 
When Drop Started. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
Cotton futures declined the daily 
permissible limit of $10 a bale 
today. In the late afternoon all 
positions were down the limit of 
$10 and trading was about at a 
standstill, with December quoted 

at 29.15 cents a pound, . 
Extreme losses today put the 
value of cotton $50 a. bale below 
the price prevailing before the 
recent decline started about 10 
days ago. Margin selling was in 
evidence, brokers said, and gen- 
eral liquidation came from virtu- 
ally all directions, The eotton 
trade had no explanation to offer. 


LILIENTHAL PLEADS FOR HOME;

FREE ENTERPRISE 
FOR LABOR 100 


Green at Union Label 
Exhibit, Says Workers 
and Industry Must 
Solve Own Problems, 


Labor and management must 
solve their own problems without 
running to. the Government for 
aid if they wish to avoid Govern- 


ment control, William Green, pres- 
ident of the American Federation 


of Labor, declared here today. 


In an address opening the first 
postwar AFL Union Label and In- 
dustrial Exhibition, Green said 
American industry and trade un- 
ion movement “must stand on 
their own feet, and solve their 
own problems by mutual under- 
standing and co-operative action.” 
He predicted that “our present 
economic troubles” will disappear 
as a result of sincere teamwork 
by management and labor. 

Green, Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann and Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
spoke from the balcony before 
Kiel Auditorium facing Market 
street in ceremonies beginning at 
noon. Their addresses were broad- 
cast by the Post-Dispatch Station 
KSD and the N.B.C. network. 

AFL for Free Enterprise. 

“We in the American Federation 
of Labor,” Green stated, “are de- 
termined that free enterprise shall 
survive in America because it has 
brought to the people of our 
country a higher standard of 
living than is enjoyed in any other 
nation on earth. 

“But thef ree-enterprise system,” 
the AFL president warned, “is not 
a one-way street. Labor must be 
assured of its freedom, as well 
as industry, in order to make the 
system work effectively.” 

Green said the union label 
graphically represents Jabor’s read- 
iness to co-operate constructively 
with industries which treat their 
workers fairly. “The union label 
on a product,” he asserted, “means 
that it is made in America by 
union workers under decent union 
standards and under clean and 
sanitary conditions.” 

He said the workers of this 
country “are anxious to have the 
cost of living stabilized at a rea- 
sonable level. They want to make 
their contribution to full produc- 
tion by working steadily at good 
jobs for wages which will enable 
them to meet necessary family ex- 
penses and save a little for a rainy 
day.” 

Speech by Donnelly. 

In his speech, Gov. Donnelly 
described Collective bargaining as 
“an acknowledged principle of our 
industrial life, a cornerstone of 
our economic policy.” “The rights

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
The Government and John L. 
Lewis appeared split today over 
terms of a soft coal conference 
starting Friday, even though 
P-esident Truman has given pub- 
lic assurance there will be no coal 
strike. 

After Truman’s press confer- 
ence statement yesterday, the 
question of just what Friday’s 
meeting will discuss sizes up this 
way: 

1. Secretary of Interior J. A. 
Krug takes the position that 
Friday’s conference is “a com- 
pliance only with Mr. Lewis's 
request for a meeting,” and 
nothing more. 

2. Lewis regards the Govern- 
ment’s offer to meet with him 
as compliance with his demand 
for a reopening of the Krug- 
Lewis wage-hour contract. He 
foresees a “period of negotia- 
tions,” apparently on a new 
contract, 

3. The Government position 
has been that its contract with 
the United Mine Workers is for 
the duration of Government 
operation. Lewis contends it 
may be reopened. 

Possible Results. 

The possibility thus arose that 
if Lewis’s meeting with Coal 
Mines Administrator N. H. Collis- 
son here Friday produces no re- 
consideration of wages and hours, 
Lewis may revert to his position 
that the present contract is 
“void.” The UMW traditionally 
does not work without a contract.

NEW -YORK, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
Foreign Minister Molotov of Rus- 
said demanded in the United Na- 
tions General Assembly today 
that all countries should give an 
accounting of their troops on for- 
eign soil and said the Soviet 
Union was ready to give full in- 
formation. 

Appearing for the first time 


before an assembly meeting on 
American soil, the Soviet foreign 
minister assailed the Security 
Council for its actions on Franco 
Spain and Iran, both of which 
went against Russian views. 

The Soviet Union months ago 
had proposed that foreign troops 
in United Nations countries be 
reported, but this proposal was 
rejected in the Security Council. 
Molotov today said this was done 
because United States and Britain 
were against it. 

Conciliatory Tone. 

Perhaps reflecting another evi- 
dence of the mounting signs of 
a conciliatory approach by Rus- 
sia to many issues here, Molotov 
said, however, that the Russien 
government was sure the question 
of troops “would be resdivéed “if 
@ proper manner,” 3 

In volved in the troop report 
issue are American forces in China 
and British forces i Greece, In- 
donesia and the Middle East. 
Molotov specifically mentioned 
Greece. 

Presumably leading up to a dis- 
cussion of the veto question, he 
declared that there are some “un- 
fortunate” things in the work of 
the Security Council but that 
might be explained because it had 
just started, 

In the case of Spain, Molotov 
said, the council had not accomp- 
lished anything except general 
declarations (denouncing Franco). 
On the other hand, he said, in 
the case of Iran (involving use of 
Russian troops in that country) 
the Iranian government asked the 
council to take the question off 
the agenda, as Russia had done, 
and the council made a “great 
mistake which certainly lessened 
its authority. 

The Russian leader labelled the 
fight of many U. N. members 
against the veto as an onslaught 
against the unity of the great 
powers. 

It is not necessary to waste 
words, he said, to show that this 
is not democratic. 

This is not a small campaign, 
he asserted, adding that it is 
aimed against the Soviet Union, 

“We are not blind,” he said, 
“and we can see that the reaction- 
aries are using this campaign for 
their ends. They want to shake

Kem, Kansas City, Republican 
nominee for United States senator 
from Missouri, outlined steps he 
said would be taken by the Re- 
publicans, if they should win a 
majority of Congressional posts 
next week.

; Brewster, who urged Kem’s 
election, pictured the Republican 
party, in contrast to the allegedly 
confused Democratic party, as 
the most united and co-operative 
in many decades. 

“The next two years will afford 
full opportunity for a program to 
be developed upon which the 
American people can pass in 1948 
with full understanding of what 
they may expect,” he said. “The

Voice of Roosevelt to Speak to U.S. | 
This Week in Radio Election Skits 


Dubbed Into Recordings With Which Demo- 


Will Be 


cratic Publicity Director Says Country 


Flooded. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The radio voice of the dead Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt will flood the 
country’s radios this week under 


plans described yesterday by Dem-|. 


ocratic Publicity Director Sam 
O’Neal. 

O’Neal gave a group of Wash- 
ington newspaper men a pre-hear- 
ing of three nine-minute radio 
transcriptions in which the late 
President and his successor pre- 
sent arguments for Democratic 
candidates, 

Roosevelt’s parts were taken 
from recordings of broadcasts of 
past campaigns and then “dubbed 
in” at the appropriate spots. 

For example, in one of the skits, 
a radio actor refers to the depres- 
sion of the 1930s and the need 
for preventing another one. He 
recalls that “in September 1944, 
F. D. R. warned us about it... 
even before the shooting had 
stopped.” 

The music fades away, and then 
comes the familiar, assured voice 
of Roosevelt, the spaced words 
and mellow tones: 


“And there is the task we face 
| at home—the task of reconverting 
our economy from the purposes 
of war to the purposes of peace. 

“These peace ~- building tasks 
were faced once before—nearly a 
generation ago. ... They we 
botched, b-o-t-c-h-e-d, by a Repub- 
lican administration. This must 
not happen again.” 

A little later in the skit, the 
voice of President Truman is 
heard, telling how his Administra- 
tion is “seeking to establish higher 
standards of living.” . 

Professional radio talent is used 
for other parts in the skit and 
the recordings likewise wére pro- 
fessionally produced. 

O'Neal estimated the cost to the 
National Committee would not ex- 
ceed $15,000, exciusive of charges 
for time on the air. 

O’Neu: recalled that the radio 
jtranscription idea on which this 
fall’s talks are based was “used 
sparingly” in 1944, but “this time 
we are going to flood the country 
with it.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
Attorney General Clark disclosed 
last night that the lynching of four 
Negroes near Monroe, Ga., last 
July 25 will be laid before a Fed- 
eral grand jury. 

In an address at the New York 

Herald Tribune forum, Clark said 
more than 2500 persons have been 
» +\ questioned in the case by the Fed- 
**{\eral Bureau of Investigation. 
a “Today—and I reveal it for the 
--4\first time tonight—I have directed 
Aithat the entire matter be present- 
*\ed to a federal grand jury,” Clark 
said. “I am hopeful it will be able 
to put the finger on those das- 
tardly conspirators who committed 
this brutal crime.” 

A Justice Department official 
told a reporter in response to 
question that the grand jury will 
convene at Macon, Ga., in the lat- 
ter part of November. United 
States Attorney John Cowart will 
be in charge of the Government’s 
case, the official said. 

The four Negroes and a white 
farmer were waylaid on a secluded 
northeast Georgia road by a band 
of armed white men. 

While holding the white man at 
gunpoint, the men shot the Ne- 
groes to death. One of the Negroes, 
Roger Malcolm; had just been re- 
leased from jail under bond on 
charges of stabbing his employer. 
The other Negroes were Malcolm’s 
wife, George Dorsey and his wife. 

“Thin Thread of Law.” 


Clark said the Federal Govern- 

ment’s jurisdiction in lynching 
cases “depends upon a thin thread 
of law.” He added: 
*T am sorry to say there is no 
field of law in which the Federal 
Government is expected to do so 
much with so little. The federal 
_gstatutes give me the power to 
prosecute only when a person has 
been deprived of federally-secured 
rights. The rights of life, liberty 
and property, the Supreme Court 
of the United States has repeat- 
edly held, is not a federally-secured 
right, 

“Despite these legal handicaps, 
there have been 309 separate in- 
vestigations involving civil liber- 
ties since I became your Attorney 
General 16:months ago. Twenty- 
three cases have been prosecuted 
—an average of one each three 
weeks. Six cases, involving 10 
defendants, have resulted in con- 
victions—eight in acquittals, and 
nine stand ready for trial.” 


Clark emphasized what he called 
“the horror that results when mob 
violence takes over, when lynch 
law replaces due process and when 
irresponsible persons set them- 
selves up as the judge, the jury, 
the prosecutor and the execu- 
tioner.” 

“There are those who say I 
should devote more time to acting 
and less to legalities—unless there 
is an unwillingness to act. Those 
who say that know there is a 
genuine desire to act but I shall 
not be bulldozed into acting extra- 
legal. That is the fascist way— 
the communistic way,” Clark said. 

Praise for “Colored Citizen.” 


“The average colored citizen of 
America is a good citizen and de- 
serves better treatment in the 
hands of a democracy, but com- 
munism is not the answer and 
communistic leadership will not 
cure it, 

“The average colored citizen is 
too intelligent and too good an 
American to follow the leadership 
of those who pay lip service to 
democracy but would bring the 
wore Slavery, the purges, the atheisms 
of communism upon our people. 

“The average colored citizen is 
proud of his Americanism and I 
| say to you that there are no bet- 
iter Amerians and few who have 
contributed as much to the up- 
|huilding of this country of ours.”

“I and my associates will, of 
course, co-operate fully with its 
membership,” Baruch said in a 
statement issued in New York. 

Lilienthal is known to indorse 
the Baruch stand on a strong in- 
ternational atomic control system. 

Under the law the commission 
members must devote full time to 
their new assignment. As chair- 
man, Lilienthal will receive $17,- 
500 a year, The others will be 
paid $15,000. 

The five members are sched- 
uled to serve at least until Aug. 
1, 1948, the second anniversary of 
enactment of the law creating the 
commission. ' 

At that time the President will 
make appointments on a staggered 
basis. One member will serve fo 
one year starting Aug. 1, 1948, one 
for two years, one for three, one 
for four and one for five. As these 
appointments expire, each new ap- 
pointment will be for five years. 

Here in brief is an outline of 
the commission's authority: 

It will promote atomic re- 
search and development by pri- 
vate and public institutions and 
through its own organization. 

It has exclusive control over 
all fissionable material and fa- 
cilities used in the production 
of atomic bombs. It may author- 
ize others to produce fission- 
able materials. 

It will set up and direct divi- 
sions of military application, re- 
search, engineering and produc- 
tion, each in charge of a direc- 
tor to be paid $14,000 a year. 

As the only concession of Con- 
gress to military representation in 
the commission setup, the direc- 
tor of the division of military ap- 
plication will be a member of the 
armed forces. 

With Truman’s approval, the 
commission may produce atomic 
bombs. Again with his approval, 
the commission may authorize the 
armed forces to turn out atomic 
weapons. 

The commission may also: Dis- 
tribute atomic material for re- 
search or medical use; license the 
manufacture of equipment for 
using atomic energy; buy fission- 
able material abroad for defense; 
take over for public use any pat- 
ents for making or using atomic 
energy.

buying meat at such high market 
prices. -Capera replied that 
packers feel that by continuing 
to buy as much as they can sell 
and getting an oversupply on the 
retail market, prices will come 


down. 

“We believe that buying large 
amounts of meat will bring prices 
down,” Capera said. “This we are 
doing, and retail prices are right- 
ing themselves more and more ev- 
ery day. Most meat is getting 
cheaper. Hogs are still scarce 
and the price is still high, and 
choice beef is scarce, so the price 
of it is still high.”

These sajd that “the strongest 
weapon against the inflation was 
maximum production. It was 
pointed out, time and again, that 
the complicated, impractical and 
unenforceable control directives of 
the OPA were resulting in reduced 
production of livestock and an 
ever increasing shortage of meat.” 

The association's statement 
continued: “Now that a free 
market has been restored, prices 
can be determined upon the basis 
of supply and demand in the true 
American way. We, as livestock 
producers, recognize our oppor- 
tunity, as well as our responsi- 
bility, and are exerting every 
effort to get livestock production 
back upon a normal prewar basis 
at the earliest possible time. 

“Consumers should recognize 
that meat production is a long and 
slow process. Time will be re 
quired to bring production more 
nearly in line with demand. Dur- 
ing the period of continued short- 
age and adjustment, prices have 
reached new high levels which 
some consumers brand as unfair. 
But increased prices mean in- 
creased production to meet con- 
sumer demand, and increased pro- 
duction is always followed by re- 
duced prices. 

“Because of the current depletion 


Retail prices of meat and other 
consumer food items remained 
about the same as yesterday with 


salad oils, oleomargarine, soap 
powders and cooking oils still 
scarce items. 

Receipts at National Stockyards 
compared favorably with those of 
last week and a year ago, although 
hog prices were about 50 cents 
higher than yesterday, and veal 
calves dncreased $1 per hundred- 
weight. 

A spokesman for one of the 
large packing plants on the East 
Side said hog prices remained up 
principally because production on 
farms did not materialize as was 
expected. Receipts, he added, are 
only half as large as was antici- 
pated. 

Prices of meat in retail outlets 
varied greatly in different locali- 
ties. The best cuts of beef in a 
downtown market were about 5 
cents lower today than yesterday, 
but compared to the prices of the 
same cuts in West End markets 
the downtown retailers were high. 

The best steaks sold from 89 to 


94 cents a pound and ground beef 
dropped from 42 to 39 cents at 
one stall in Union Market. At 
some west end markets porter- 
house steaks were from 69 to 79 
cents as compared to the OPA 
ceiling of 62 cents. Round steak 
on Delmar boulevard was 66 to 
69 cents and rib roasts sold from 
49 to 58 cents. OPA ceilings on 
the latter was from 41 to 46 cents 
a pound. 

Lamb chops at one butcher shop 
on Delmar were selling for 74 
cents, 4 cents under the OPA ceil- 
ing, and a leg of lamb was still 
bringing 54 cents, which was the 
OPA price. 

Cattle prices on the East Side 
remained steady with yesterday's 
price, bringing $22.50 to $26 per 
hundredweight, with only the most 
choice selling for a top of $28. 
Hogs sold for $25 to $25.50, and 
veal calves brought $24.50.

FOUR SPONSORS QUI 
SOVIET AMITY GROUP 


Ickes Withdraws Because of 
Council's Reputed Stand 
With Wallace. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
The National Council of Ameri- 
can-Soviet Friendship announced 
today the withdrawal of four 
prominent sponsors, three of 
whom attributed their resig- 
nations to disagreement with 
activities of the council. 

Richard . Morford, executive 
director of the council, said those 
who resigned Were Harold L. 
Ickes, former ‘Secretary of the 
Interior; Senator Leverett Salton- 
stall (Rep.) Massachusetts; Judge 
Learned Hand of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals; 
and William L. Batt, former vice 
chairman of the War Production 


Board. 

In a letter dated Oct. 18, Ickes 
told: the council that “consider- 
able variance exists. between our 
points. of view with respect to 
certain matters affecting Russia.” 

Ickes added: “For instance, I 
understand that the National 
Council of American - Soviet 
Friendship has fully indorsed the 
Wallace position with respect to 
thé control of atomic energy as 
opposed to the Baruch plan. 

“Since I have publicly expressed 
my approval in principle of the 
Baruch ‘plan on, several occasions, 
it certainly seems inconsistent for 
me to seem to support a proposal 
that was critical of that plan as 
one of the sponsors of your 
organization.” 

Ickes’ letter referred to criti- 


| cisms of the Baruch plan voiced 


by Henry A.’ Wallace, former 
Secretary of Commerce,

NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP)—It 
is becoming more apparent each 
year that baseball's annual selec- 
tion, more popularly known among 
the fans as the draft, is dying a 
siow death—and it owes it all to 
the growth of the farm system 
and the gradual increase of the 
number of optional players a ma- 
jor league team can send out. 

With the chain store system 
now in vogue, nearly all of the 


prospects in the minors belong to; 


major league teams, and usually 
they are draft-proof. Before the 
season's close, the parent clubs 
“purchase” the contracts of their 
minor league hirelings, and of 
course when the annual draft 
meeting is held most of the play- 
ers left for selection are those 
least in demand. Consequently 
the selective system steadily is 
declining in esteem. 

In the lengthy list recently sub- 
mitted to big league clubowners 
by Commissioner A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler, there are some 3000 
eligibles for the Friday, Nov. 1, 
selection—largest in years—but it 
is difficult even for experienced 
judges of talent to find half a 
dozen likely prospects among the 
maze of names.

“2. Appearance Money. Paying 
expenses to top players is fine, but 
the sponsors should be told of this 
additional expense at the time the 
tournament is booked. Our pres- 
ent plan of springing this on the 
sponsor at a late date is. bad. 

“8. I would suggest a $25 entry 
fee. This money could be added 
to the purse and split up in 15 or 
20 more places, This would give 
some of the newer pros a chance 
to win expense money. 

“4. An added prize of at least 
$100 for each low nine and low 18 
holes in the tournament, This 
would increase interest, both for 
the player and the spectator. 

“5. Rules. I believe the U.S.G.A. 
rules should be used regardless of 
the condition of the course, It 
takes away much to get away 
from the rules as we have done 
in some tournaments. Personally, 
I would like to see the game sim- 
plified by using just one rule, Re- 
gardless of the lie, I believe the 
player should be permitted to 
move his ball one club’s length at 
his own discretion with a penalty 
of one stroke, This would take 
in anything, course upkeep, build- 
ings, bridges, ponds, etc. 


“6. Conduct. Our players should 
be trained and taught how to 
conduct themselves at the scene 
of a tournament, It is most im- 
portant that every player leave 
a good impression. The players 
should do everything possible to 
help build the tournament up.

Five Big Nine 
Schools Favor 


Rose Bow! Game! 


CHICAGO, Oct. 29 (UP)—The 
Western Conference, reversing its 
traditional stand, decided unoffi- 
cially today in favor of participa- 
tion in the annual Rose Bow! foot- 
ball classics—for a limited period, 

Participation by the Big Nine 
seemed assured last night, when 
Purdue University approved a 
plan under which a Big Nine team 
would represent the “east” in the 
New Year’s day classic for a three- 
year period. 

Purdue’s ballot brought the con- 
ference members’ vote to 5 to 2 in 
favor of the plan, with two schools 
still to be heard from. 

Big Nine members were confi- 
dent that the Pacific Coast con- 
ference would readily agree to the 
plan—once it is formally and offi- 
cially approved by the western 
conference. 

No formal Western Conference 
action will be taken, however, un- 
til conference headquarters re- 
ceives a complete official tally of 
the poll. 

Kenneth L. Wilson, Westerr 
Conference commissioner, has said 


that official Big Nine approval 50 


would lead to negotiations with 
the Pacific Coast Conference. 
Wilson said that in the past the 
Pacific Coast Conference had “in- 
dicated a desire to enter into such 
an agreement.” 

Northwestern, which along with 
Wisconsin has yet to cast its bal- 
lot, is leading the conference race. 

Purdue’s faculty athletic com- 
mittee announced its formal ap- 
proval of the proposal, after its 
regular meeting at Lafayette, Ind. 
Other schools which reportedly 
have voted for the plan are Ohio 
State, Michigan, Iowa and In- 
diana. 

Illinois and Minnesota were un- 
derstood to have voted against the 
plan.

British Comment on Veto. 


In London, however, Stalin's 
statement that he did not think 
the Bie Five's veto power had 
been used to excess was regarded 
as the death sentence for Britain’s 
effort to secure restraint by Rus- 
sia in its use in the United Na- 
tions Security Council and the 
Council of Foreign Ministers. A 
Foreign Office spokesman con- 

ceded that the British hope of 
' guceess in the veto move was 
based entirely on Russia's volun- 
tary co-operation. 

While official British comment 
on the Stalin-Baillie interview was 
withheld, one spokesman by in- 
ference hinted that Britain views 
with a measure of suspicion Sta- 
lin’s seemingly frank revelation 
that Russian strength in eastern 
Europe is down to 60 divisions. 
“a division can be anything from 
5000 to 35,000 men,” he said. 
“Hence when someone says 60 
divisions, I have no idea how many 
men are involved.” 

Informed Whitehall sources 
speaking privately said the Brit- 
ish Government always had re- 
garded Winston Churchill's 200- 
division suggestion as “an exag- 
+ ration.” 

“Echoed” U. S. Views on Reich. 

In Washington, Lincoln White, 
State Department press officer, 
told correspondents that Stalin 
“echoed” the views of Secretary 
Byrnes “all the way through on 
unification of Germany.” Byrnes 
referred reporters, through White, 
to portions of his July 15 report 
on the Big Four foreign minister's 
conference and to his address at 
' Stuttgart Sept. 6.. He conferred 
for an hour with “President Tru- 
| man, but declined to say whether 
they discussed the Stalin inter- 


view. 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, took exception to Stelin’s 
remark calling Churchill one of 
“the incendiaries of a new war.” 

“It would seem to me,” Hicken- 
looper observed, “that failure of 

any country or any group of coun- 
tries to discuss their relations in 
the spirit of goodwill probably of- 
fers the greatest thieat to peace. 
I certainly. hope that Russia will 
see the errors of its way and 
abandon its policy of habitual sus- 
picion in favor of full and open 
discussion.”

The Supreme Court justice, in 
an address before the American 
Bar Association, reviewed for his 
fellow attorneys the differences 
in legal procedures of the two 
countries as he found them while 
prosecuting Nazi war criminals at 
Nuernberg, and added: 

“Between the Russians and our- 
selves there is a fundamental dif- 
ference in outlook on Hfe that 
complicates all relations. We 
abhor their political absolutism; 
they distrust our liberty. They do 
mot think our liberty is genuine, 
as we think it is, and they doubt 
the social] value of our kind of 
liberty. 

“These differences go very 
deep. I see little chance of con- 
vincing Russia that our system is 
best. They value a disciplined 
society, disciplined in thought and 
action, and to them our freedom 
is anarchy. Certainly we will not 
accept their system for to us their 
discipline looks like tyranny.” 

Expressing his view that war is 
not inevitable, Jackson sajd: 

“While I was abroad and often 
close to the Russian frontier and 
aware of the tensions that existed 
there, it was still incomprehen- 
sible that on this side of the 
water there were so many ir- 
responsible voices almost eagerly 
predicting war.” 


Such talk “hampers good rela- 
tions,” Jackson said, adding that 
conflicts of interests between the 
countries “will be difficult enough 
to compose against a background 
of public calm and goodwill.”

SUN’S SPECTRUM 
RECORDED FROM 65 
MILES ABOVE EARTH 


Spectrograph Mounted on 
Rocket Gives Scientists 


New Data. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. .29 (AP)— 
A spectrograph mounted on a 
rocket has taken pictures of the 
sun from a height 65 miles above 
the earth. 

Announcing this today, the Navy 
said it is studying parts of the 
sun’s spectrum never before: pho- 
tographed. 

The pictures were taken from a 
Nazi V-2 rocket fired by the Army 
at the White Sands (N.M.) prov- 
ing ground Oct. 10. 

“It is not possible at present to 
say much more than that very 
valuable information will be ob- 
tained from these spectrograms,” 
the Navy said. “Actually, the 
analysis of the data may well re- 
quire a full year.” 

Spectrograms enable scientists to 
determine the materials which 
compose the sun. Using such pic- 
tures, scientists discovered helium 
on the sun before it was found on 
the earth, 

Spectrograms taken at the higher 
altitudes are valuable because the 
light which reaches the earth is 
filtered by the air, and the shorter 
wavelengths of light never reach 
the ground surface.

“But the time is growing short. 
The world has guessed wrong 
twice and still managed to sur- 
vive. But the traditional number 
of guesses granted is only three. 
So we have just one more chance.” 

Douglas said that “it is not the 
mission of this generation to wit- 
ness an inquest on a free society.” 


What People Want. 


Common people of the world, 
Douglas said, “have seen in Amer- 
ica the image of justice. They 
want food and material things;

Instead, the minds met, produced a 
masterpiece. In Lilienthal’s own account, which 
well epitomizes his creed of progress, it was done 
by a rigorous respect for the facts, putting aside 
all temptation to ride pet answers. 

That board’s method, Lilienthal’s method, will 
be the way to harmony on this new commission 
of five diverse men. It is the only conceivable 
method to organize the field of atomic energy 
without courting disaster.

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Mr. Rogge Talks Back 


Assistant Attorney General O. John Rogge has 
now told his story of why he was fired from the 
Department of Justice, and it carries force and 
conviction. It shows up for sheer evasion Attor- 
ney General Clark’s statement that Rogge was 
dismissed for an infraction of discipline. 

Mr. Rogge explains that his study of interna- 
tional Fascism and the cases of sedition it 
spawned convinced him that there was an in- 
ternational conspiracy to destroy democracy here 
and abroad. He wrote a documented report to 
this effect and asked that it be published because 

After all, the study of how one totalitari- 
an Government (Germany) attempted to 
penetrate our country may help us with an- 
other totalitarian country attempting the 
same thing. 

But statements gathered from Goering, Herts- 
let and Von Strempel, the prewar Nazi press 
attache in Washington, revealed the names of 
some of the men whose hatred of the Roosevelt 
Administration the Nazis hoped to capitalize in 
order to defeat Mr. Roosevelt in 1940. Among 
these names were those of Senator Wheeler and 
John L. Lewis. 

Mr. Rogge also wanted to submit to a grand 
jury testimony involving two members of the 
staff of the late Scribner’s Commentator, which 
Von Strempel testified was subsidized by the 
Nazis. Attorney General Clark refused to per- 
mit this to be done. 

The upshot is that Mr. Rogge determined to 
tell the public some of the facts in the report 
which the Department of Justice suppressed. To 
do this he willingly assumed the risk of dis- 
missal. 

The facts have been made known, the dis- 
missal has taken place, and the public, we think, 
will approve Mr. Rogge’s course. The report is 
public property, paid for by the public, and the 
public is the wiser and better informed for hav- 
ing it. 

The Department of Justice operates too much 
in the dark, and the things that come to light 
when an Assistant. Attorney General like Mr. 
Rogge—or Norman Littell—can stand no more 
and breaks out in print throw a shadow over the 
whole operation. 

Mr. Rogge was dissatisfied when the Union 
Electric prosecutions at Springfield, Ill., stopped 
short of where they should have stopped.

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Two Basic Cases 

In declining to hear two important state elec- 
tion machinery cases, the Supreme Court says 
in effect that Georgia’s undemocratic county unit 
system and Illinois’ long antiquated congression- 
al districts are matters for correction by the 
Legislatures of those states. 

So they are. But it happens that in both in- 
stances corrective measures have been repeated- 
ly proposed. In both instances, self-serving po- 
litical influences have prevailed over the obvious 
need. In Georgia, Eugene Talmage will become 
Governor again even though he ran behind in 
the popular vote simply because he won a major- 
ity of the counties under the county unit system. 
To cite the Federal Electoral College, as the 
Georgia District Court did, is no justification. 
The Electoral College also is outmoded and 
wrong. _ 

In Illinois one Representative elected next 
Tuesday will have about 900,000 constituents, 
the Representative from an adjoining district 
will have approximately 100,000. They will sit 
in the same chamber and cast votes of equal 
weight. Such a condition is a flagrant denial 
of a basic principle of democratic government. 
And it has existed for a generation; Illinois has 
not been redistricted since the 1900 census al- 
though its legislators solemnly swear to uphold 
the Constitution! 

Do not such circumstances alter cases? Obvi- 
ously they do. If citizens of Georgia and Illinois 
try repeatedly and still cannot get redress from 
their Legislatures in a matter so fundamental 
as the basis for election of Governor, in the one 
case, and Congressmen in the other, where else 
is there for them to turn except to Federal au- 
thority? The Supreme Court found a way to in- 
tervene against primary statutes which effective- 
ly shut Negroes from the polls. It can and should 
find a way to get into these urgent cases from 
Illinois and Georgia. For they will be brought 
up again.

“less than shadowy,” so corruption becomes a harvest for strangers.

Now, according to official information, 
Louisville has the Capone mob on its hands; 
or at least, the mob’s advance men. The 
news is shocking, perhaps because it hit 
us all at once, But it is not surprising. 


It is the natural result of long tolerance 
of “little gambling.” ‘The thing grows fast. 
It is like the beanstalk that sprouts over- 
night from pretty little seeds; and when 
Jack climbs up, he finds a monster at the 
other end, 

The news that the Chicago gang has 
come to take over the race news business 
appears to be dependable, It is backed up 
by evidence both direct and circumstantial, 
which Police Chief Heustis is frank to de- 
scribe. It is smelly with dubious characters 
and with big money poured into town to 
finance the deals. To the average citizen, 
its principal import is a revelation of the 
huge and tremendously profitable extent 
to which the business of peddling race 
track information has grown. 

Nobody doubts that an effort to get a 
monopoly on the business was behind the 
recent murder in Chicago of James M. Ra- 
gen, who had built up a widespread race 
news service. And it becomes obvious that 
the same motive of control is involved in 
the strange disruption of local services in 
the last few days. The war is on. 


Rooted in Ilegality 


Tt is not against the law to distribute and 
sell news from the tracks. But you must 
look at the people who buy the news, They 
don’t. get it just to indulge their interest 
in sporting competition. The handbook op- 
erators, the “little gamblers,” cannot work 
without it. The service is, therefore, root- 
ed in an illegal activity, 


A community which winks at gambling 


on the grounds that it is traditional, that 
it is small and apparently harmless, that 
it is a popular institution—such a commu- 
nity is simply asking for an experience of 
the sort that Louisville is getting. 

It is asking, also, for something which 
is rather more dangerous to public integrity 
than even a gang war or the exploitation 
of individual weakness and folly. It is ask- 
ing for eventual corruption in local govern- 
ment, and consequently a weakening of the 
general security. 


A Source of “Protection” 


For when the telephone-ticker service 
becomes so profitable that it engages the 
attention of the most ruthless and avari- 
cious of gangs, this means that the illegal 
activity on which it thrives is large and de- 
pendable, And this in turn means that the 
activity must buy or manipulate a certain 
ers of stability; in other words, protec- 

on, 

Manifestly, one of the best ways to obtain 
this stability is to dig in at the foundations. 
And so, in news of the recent farcical City- 
County-Magisterial District competition of 
raids, arrests and casual trials, Louisville 
has seen that the association of bookies 
with political organizations is something 
less than shadowy. 

Odd distinctions between Republican and 
Democratic bookmakers, between Demo- 
cratic and Republican raiders and rival 
jurisdictions, have given the whole traffic 
an aspect that is alarming.

the most alarming part of it all. 

The thing has got farther out of hand 
than many had realized, even though they 
must have known it was headed that way. 


Wall Street Tribute to TVA 


From the Cleveland Plain Dealer 


The Wall Street Journal recently devoted 
considerable space. to what is an encour- 
aging example of co-operation between a 
Government agency and private enterprise, 
with the former seeking to promote rather 
than discourage the latter. 

The agency is the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, and the story involves that agency’s 
development of ad number of new 
farm machines designed to aid the farmer 
with problems more or less peculiar to that 
region. The agency’s incentive is three- 
fold: to create a bigger market for its elec- 
tricity, to encourage the practice of con- 
servation farming which will help prevent 


the siltation of its great reservoirs, and to. 


create greater prosperity in the valley. 

These new machines will make it possi- 
ble for the farmers to raise crops which 
normally are difficult to grow in that area. 
Because of the region’s rainy summers, for 
instance, few farmers in that section have 
raised the hay crops which they need for 
their own prosperity, which the land needs 
for fertility and which the TVA needs to 
keep the soil from filling its reservoirs, 

The farmers could not afford to raise 
hay which was almost certain to be rained 
on before it could be harvested after cut- 
ting, So the TVA engineers have developed 
a dryer which can be installed in the barn 
and will dry out hay which had to be 
harvested when wet, 


Other new machines were designed for 
similar purposes. But, instead of setting 
out to manufacture these new farm ma- 
chines itself, the TVA has looked on these 
developments as an opportunity to increase 
private industrial activity. As the Wall 
Street Journal reports, it placed its new 
machines on display at the University of 
Tennessee and invited manufacturers to 
come and help themselves. 

As a result, some of these machines are 
already on the private production lines 
and others soon will be. 

There will always be an argument, we 
suppose, whether the TVA took a social- 
istic step when it, obtained a virtual monop- 
oly of the manufacture of electric power in 
the Tennessee Valley. But the testimony 
from the valley itself—a valley made up 
of people acutely allergic.to regimentation 
—ig that in its activities since taking over 
the power companies, the TVA has eschewed 
bureaucratic attempts to control the life 
of the valley and has chosen, instead, to 
pave the way for a bigger and healthier 
private enterprise in that great section,

“The Congress of Vienna” must be judged 
in two quite different ways. As a narrative 
of the negotiations that sought to establish 
and maintain peace in Europe after Napo- 
leon, it is clear, readable and persuasive. ° 
The part of Metternich, Talleyrand and ~~ 
others is perhaps somewhat subordinated, 
for it is told from a strictly British point 
of view, to the extent that it reads at 
times like a justification of Castlereagh’s 
policy. 

In fact, now and then one suspects it of 
being willful propaganda, establishing a 
century-old precedent for British modera- 
tion and altruism in dealing with her de- 
feated enemies. The characterization of 
the men involved is unusually vigorous and _ 
sharp, as is necessary in an attempt to. 
understand the course and the processes of 
negotiation; possibly an authority on any 
one of these men would quarrel with 
Nicolson’s judgments. . However, whatever 
bias there may be in these matters does 
not nullify the value of the study as a con- 
cise and stimulatingly suggestive account.

The book is disappointing, however, not 
as history, but because it is only history. 
Quite properly, Nicolson warns against the 
tempting parallel between Vienna and the 
almost continuous succession of peace- 
making conferences today. The line-up of 
powers is strikingly similar—a Russian 
menace, a disrupted central Europe, a long- 
beset England that proved to have chosen 
the right side (or the side of the right, if 
you prefer), and a liberal-conservative split, 
with the United States replacing Austria. 

Many of the developments in the nego- 
tiations are also similar; Mr. Molotov is 


‘no more enigmatic and no less predictable 


than was Czar Alexander. The similarities 
are so pat that they obscure the differences 
which certainly exist. Germany has no 
Talleyrand, for instance, and neither 
Roosevelt nor Secretary Byrnes can justly 
be identified with Metternich. Since the 
account shows these similarities but does 
not attempt to consider their meaning to- 
day, Nicolson’s warning in the introduction 
is proper and necessary.

But the contemporary pertinence of 
Vienna has a more solid basis than mere 
parallelism. Men and motives, groups and 
their behavior do not change much in a 
hundred years, History never repeats, be- 
cause the same total cOmbination of his- 
torical elements never recurs, but history 
can, at least tentatively, outline for us 
alternative probabilities. Negatively, in 
showing us what to hope for or fear, his- 
tory can be enormously instructive. Nicol- 
son does not undertake to make his story 
so instructive. “The Congress of Vienna” is 
strictly a case history, the history of a 
single attempt at unity among victorious 
allies. 

Although he is logically sound in refus- 
ing to generalize from this single example, 
it is regrettable that, with all his talent for 
lucid, easy exposition and penetrating in 
terpretation, he has succumbed to the usual 
historian’s timidity and considered his 
scholarship unqualified for the greater task 
of generalization which so obviously tempts 


him in every chapter.

Why Britain Wants 


Socialism in Europe 


R. BEVIN’S speech is a striking example of how the British, 


without military or economic predominance, are able to remain 
a leading power in the world. By long tradition which is now 
instinctive, and also, more than most British statesmen would willing- 
ly admit, by conscious design, they are masters of the art of using the 


balance of power. 
Once we had come forward to 


relieve the pressure of the Soviets 


on the empire, the development of 
British foreign policy in Europe, 
and particularly as to Germany, 
during the last six or seven 
months has been one of gradual 
but steady progress toward a 
middle position between the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States. 
Britain has now reached that 
middle position in Mr. Bevin’'s 
statement that the British policy 
in Germany is Socialist. As 
against the Communists they 
will stand fos free institutions 
and politica] democracy, but. they 
will stand clso for public owner- 
ship of the basic industries rather 
. than for the restoration of free 


capi 
The Middle Position. 


_ This is a line of policy which 
_ corresponds more accurately than 
does that of Moscow or our own 
to the sentiments of Europe and 
to the practical conditions of the 
Continent, and it will undoubt- 
edly enhance enormously the in- 
fluence of Britain in the recon- 
struction of Europe. 

The decision to promote Social- 
ism in Europe was, of course, in 
the making before. the recent Ger- 
man elections in Berlin. But the 
results of those elections show 
that the British have placed their 
bets on the right horse. The 
Communists were decisively 
beaten by the Socialists. 

That election was almost cer- 
tainly typical of post-war Europe 
as a whole. The struggle for Eu- 
rope is not between, say, Churchill 
and Stalin. It is between the So- 
cialists—the non-Communist and 
anti-totalitarian left — and the 
Communists, 


The foreign policy of the Labor 
party. which is only now begin- 
ning to emerge, is adjusted to 
that fact. It suits the Labor party, 
which is itself a Socialist party. 
But it also suits the permanent 
underlying British interest in that 
it enables Britain once again to 
occupy a middle position in the 
world, and to exert an important, 
perhaps a decisive, influence upon 
the balance of power. 


A Hard4ieaded Decision. 


We must not think that the 
. British have decided for Socialism 
in Germany for purely ideological 
reasons. The condition of Ger- 
many and of the liberated coun- 
tries is the controlling reason. The 
shattered and dislocated economy 
of Europe cannot be restored by 
private enterprise. All Europeans, 
even the moderate conservatives, 
realize that this is the fact. 

The capital investment required 
to reconstruct Europe is so great, 
the risks so high, that private 


there are lacking the men to con- 
duct great private enterprises. Too 
many were disabled or killed by 
the Nazis, and too many were 
hopelessily discredited+ by collabo; 
ration with the Nazis. 


Capitalism Can’t Do the Job. 


Free enterprise, as we under- 

stand it and practice it in this 
country, is not a practical regime 
in postwar Europe. The Euro- 
peans, not only the Germans, can- 
ont restore free enterprise in the 
great basic industries. Their 
choices are Communism, some 
form of Socialism, or—though this 
is impossible on a large scale—to 
be financed and managed from 
abroad — that is to say, chiefly 
from the United States. 
' The propaganda which Moscow 
has been conducting against us— 
which Mr. Byrnes so rightly re- 
sents — about “economic imperial- 
ism” is an attempt to exploit the 
fear prevalent all over Europe, and 
in Britain too, that in the name 
of free enterprise we shall use our 
immense creditor position and our 
industrial power to control the 
social development of Europe. 


The British are wel] aware that 
George E. Allen has been in Ber- 
lin to look into the financing of 
German and other European in- 
dustry through ‘he Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. Now 
one of the compelling reasons why 
Britain will take the Socialist line 
in Germany is that Britain is un- 
able, as it did after the first 
World War, to finance German re- 
construction through the London 
banking houses. 


Outbidding the U. S. 


They own a very considerable 
bad German debt, perhaps as 
much as $120,000,000, left over 
from before the war, which would 
have to be dealt with before pri- 
vate financing could begin. More- 
over, Britain is short of dollars 
and the hard currencies, and 
could finance German industry 
only in the sterling area. 


The United States, on the other 
hand, owns very little German 
debt, and can be a strong creditor. 
The British as such, and the Brit- 
ish under a Socialist Government 
still less, will not wish to see the 
United States acquire a serious 
control over the basic industries 
of Germany. The socialization of 
those industries suits them, there- 
fore, not only ideologically, not 
only diplomatically, but financially 
and economically as well. 


It will be difficult for us in our 
present mood to adjust our minds 
and our policy to these develop- 
ments. But we must adjust them. 
Hard as it will be for us to accept 
the view that Socialism is neces- 
sary in Europe, though we oppose 
it here, we shall have to accept

Vandenberg‘s Retort. 


Those who sat through the. or- 
deal of the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence think back to a dramatic 
clash that came at the end of the 
conference. The United States 
delegation moved that the Finnish 
reparation bill be scaled down. 


This was the signal for a torrent 
of abuse from Dmitri Z. Manuil- 
sky, the Ukrainian Foreign Min- 
ister who is a convenient under- 
study for Foreign Mihister 
Vyacheslav Molotov. Manuilsky 
wrapped up everything that had 
been said before about American 
imperialism and interference and 
hurled it all at the American dele- 
gates. 

The resolute policy of Secretary 
of State Byrnes up to this point 
had been to ignore all such at- 
tacks. But the senior representa- 
tive of the United States present 
at that session, Senator Arthur 
Vandenberg, could not let it pass. 
In three pointed sentences Van- 
denberg rejected the charges and 
reasserted America’s disinterested 


position. 
A Firm, Steady Line. 


The effect was electrifying. For 
several minutes, representatives of 
most nations present cheered and 
applauded. Sitting silent in the 
face of this demonstration were 
the members of the Slav bloc. 

The meaning of the demonstra- 
tion was inescapable. The Rus- 
sians had alienated opinion 
throughout the world. The out- 
burst of cheering and applause 
spoke the fears and hopes of those 
who see the machinations of the 
U.SS.R. grinding down all of 
Europe. 

Against this background the 
changed attitude has come. This, 
at any rate, is the interpretation 
of the men who have shaped the 
Byrnes-Vandenberg foreign policy 
line. They see the change as 
proof that a firm, steady line will 
in the end produce results. They 
are more convinced than ever that 


anything less than that will fur-

The vote of this coun- 
try’s delegation at that time was 
against even permitting the Se- 
curity Council to consider the 
Russian proposal. 


Dealing With Franco. 


It is important to remember, 
too, that other changes have oc- 
curred in the United Nations cli- 
mate. In boldly bringing out the 
issue of the Franco dictatorship, 
meng Genera! Trygve Lie may 
have helped to prepare the back- 
ground for the Russian step. 

This coincided with the action 
of Britain’s Trade Union Congress 
in voting, by a large majority, for 
a break with Franco Spain, It re- 
flects the concern of democratic 
forces throughout the world over 
the cruel and repressive dictator- 
ship of the little General who 
used German and Italian troops 
to overthrow the lawful govern- 
ment of Spain. 

Russian suspicions have centered 
around the British position on 
Spain. By frankly facing up to 
Franco, even though it is diffi- 
cult to see what action the United 
Nations can take, these suspicions 
should be allayed., 


Protest Against “Me, Too.” 


The triumph for harmony is, of 
course, a very small one. Measured 
against the separatism that 
divides the nations, it has a 
pathetic look. It does not mean 
that the big powers are any less 
determined to keep the veto as an 
instrument to protect their sover- 
eignty. It merely means that the 
Assembly has won the right to 
debate the question. 

The smaller nations wil] have 
the opportunity to protest against 
their role, which seems to be 
merely one of “Me, too.” And those 
who take hope from what has 
happened believe it may be a 
precedent. At least this small 
olive branch is something new

3.POWER UNITY T0 AID 
EAST EUROPE URGED 


Foreign Policy Body Leader 
Wants Allied Action for 
Backward Areas. 


Development of the backward} 


countries of Eastern Europe by 
the joint effort of Russia, Great 
Britain and the United States, pos- 


sibly working through the United 
Nations, as one means of solving 
the difficult problems of that area, 
was suggested last night by Mrs. 
Vera Micheles Dean, research di- 
rector of the Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation. She addressed a meeting 
of the St. Louis chapter at Hotel 
Kings-Way. 

The joint effort might be ex- 
tended to other backward areas 
of the world, she said, "but added 
quickly that her proposal was a 
long-range program that could be 
put into effect only after the pres- 
ent tensions had been lessened 
and mistrust among the major 
powers broken down. 

Devoting most of her speech to 
the relations between Russia and 
the United States, she said it will 
take years to break down the mis- 
trust that has sprung up between 
the two countries. 

“It will take a long time to set- 
tle our dissensions,” she said, “but 
if we accustom ourselves to that 
idea we.will not be so disappointed 
in the small failures and little de- 
lays that are to come all along 
the line. From that viewpoint, I 
don’t look upon the Paris peace 
conference as a failure. There the 
United States and Russia clari- 
fied their positions before the 
world—a healthy thing since they 
had not been discussing issues 
face to face before. 

“There will continue to be great 
differences between Russia and 
the United States, but they needn’t 
lead to war. The differences be- 
tween us do not mean we cannot 
have compromise and ‘accord. 

“I don’t mean we should appease 
Russia; it would be a great mis- 
take to give in to her on every 
point—but it would be equally bad 
to oppose her blindly. Let's look 
for good in British‘ and Russian 
viewpoints, too. We're frequently 
wrong, you know. Compromise is 
not appeasement; everyone must 
compromise to exist. I am hop- 
ing for a world in which there is 
no conflict, only honorable com- 
petition; no defeats for anyone, 
but victories for’ all.” 
Russian influence is on_ the 
downgrade in Europe, she assert- 
ed, but that does not mean that 
American influence is improving. 
Europe seems to be becoming 
stabilized “left of center,” Mrs. 
Dean said, with changes in the 
social, economic and political or- 
ganization, but not on the Russian 
pattern. 

Mrs. Dean, a native of Russia, 
came to the United States in 1919 
and is a naturalized citizen. She 
holds degrees from Radcliffe Col- 
lege and Yale University and has 
served as trustee of Vassar and 
Radcliffe colleges. She joined the 
Foreign Policy Association staff 
in 1931 and has been its director 
of research and editor of its pub- 
lications since 1938. She worked 
in Europe with the Office of War 
Information and the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration.

Rogge’s speech at Swarthmore 
last week led to his dismissal as 
Assistant United States Attorney

Rogge said in a radio interview 
last night that the Nazis sent a 
submarine loaded with propa- 


ganda agents to the United States |//8 


in 1944 in an effort to prevent 


President Roosevelt’s re-election. 


The plot was thwarted when Allied 
bombs sank the undersea craft, 
Rogge said. 
' Referring to his Swarthmore 
speech, when he drew the ire of 
United States Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark for disclosing de- 
tails of a “secret” report on Fas- 
cism in Europe, Rogge insisted he 
was right in telling the facts. 
“The study of how one prole- 
tarian government attempted to 
penetrate our country would be of 
inestimable value to our people 
should another proletarian nation 
attempt the same thing,” he said. 


Rogge listed two pet schemes of

The first “characteristically in- 
volved folkdom propaganda,” he} 
revealed. “That is propaganda 
aimed at various nationalities in 
the United States with a view to 
getting these nationalities to vote 
against President Roosevelt.” 

He said the Nazis sent agents 
by submarine to land in the Unit- 
ed States, set up short wave ra- 
dios and transmit to the Third 
Reich. That was the submarine 
sunk by Allied bombs. 

Their other scheme, he said, was 
to “plant” some alleged secret 
agreement between the President 
and Premier Stalin of Russia, rev- 
elation of which would be detri- 
mental to Roosevelt’s campaign.

Ancient Quarrels 
Flourish in Greece 
By Keith Wheeler 


ATHENS, Oct. 29. 
NE of the reasons why peace is hard to 
achieve in Greece is that the average Greek 
neither cares much for peace nor contains 
any more spirit of compromise than the Martins 
and the Coys, 

Up in the moun- 
tains of Macedonia, 
for example, they 
have a pleasant, 
pastorial little shep- 
herd’s song, the 
chorus of which 
goes something like 
this: 

“A rose behind my 
ear, 

“A rifle in my 
hand, 

“I’m back in Mace- 
donia, 

“In the spring-g-g!” 

Feuds in Greece 
appear to achieve 
even greater durability than they once did in 
the Kentucky hills. Out in the same Macedonian 
highlands, if they like you, they'll take you into 
the parlor and lay open the family album to 
faded tintypes of great-grandfather’s headless 
body or great-granduncle’s noggin Stuck up on 
a pike at the city’s gates. 

“Give us only time,” they assure you solemnly, 
“and we'll catch the low-life great-great-grand- 
children, and also the nephews and nieces, of the 
murdering slob that done in Grandpap.

About all she has in her favor is climate. Be- 
cause of climate her agricultural products are 
largely luxury goods. She produces grapes and 
raisins, wines, tobacco, sponges, olive and olive 
oi) and that about covers it. 

These are the things she can export in ex- 
change for the gold she needs and the staple 
foods and manufactured which she cannot pro- 
duce but must have somehow. 

The natural market for these exports, my 
friend points out, lies in a prosperous Central 
Europe. But a prosperous Central Europe no 
linger exists, Germany is flat on its back; France 
is broke; much of the remainder of Central 
Europe is not only hard up financially but also 
lies within the circle of Russian expansion, a 
circle within which Greece today sees only 
enemies and not potential customers. 

And so where lies a market for Greece, a 
market rich enough to take her output of lux- 
uries? The United States? My friend is a Cali- 
fornian,

NEW YORK, Monday. 
HE British decision to social- 
ize basic industries in their 
zone in Germany marks the 
realization of a fact that very 
few people in the United States 
seem to understand. 

Our free-enterprise system has 
been successful because we came 
to a new and-rich country. We 
were able to obtain from the old 
countries certain financial backing 
and some of the necessary tools 
and materials. In the more than 
150 years, our system has yielded 
wonderful opportunities for the 
making of great fortunes to a sur- 
prisingly large number of people. 
Of late years there has been some 
circumscribing of these opportu- 
nities, but we are still a nation 
with a great deal of undeveloped 
land and many natural resources, 
besides having, as a people, a cer- 
tain inventive genius in mechani- 
cal things that has served us well.

So with that as a background, we 
should be able to picture to our- 
selves what it must be like in na- 
tions today where perhaps more 
than 90 per cent of the people are 
ill-clothed, ill-housed and ill-fed. 

I think Great Britain, in elect- 
ing a Labor government, faced 
the fact that new conditions de- 
manded new remedies. Being 
closer to Europe than we are, and 
more realistic for that reason, she 
is facing the fact that, in the 
desire for rehabilitation, there 
may be only two ways open to the 
greater part of Europe, namely, 
the Socialist or the Communist 
way. 

Communism made its great ap- 
peal in Ru@sia because the great 
mass of people had so little that 
it was the way of hope for them. 
If we are looking at Europe to- 
day with the idea that the old 
type of investment and loan can 
serve the people, I am afraid we 
are not being very realistic. Some 
may be willing to build up and 
support the type of international 
cartel system that has flourished 
in certain great industries in the 
past, and has been used as a 
political weapon as well as an 
economic one. On the Whole, 
however, I think that we, as a 
people, are opposed to doing that, 
since that system has so often 
fostered war.

THERE REMAINS, therefore, 
a study to be made in how to 
co-operate with the British semi- 
Socialist Government in the eco- 
nomic world and with the Com- 
munist economic system. This 
study would include recommenda- 
tions on making our own system 
work where it is profitable and 
can serve the needs of the people, 
but accepting the fact that other 
economic systems, when they 
meet the needs of the people 
better, must be accepted and a 
way to work with them must be 
found,

Beyond question, South encoun- 
tered a series of bad breaks, but 
if he had anticipated the worst 
and prepared for it, these breaks 
would have proved inconsequen- 
tial. As a matter of pure tech- 
nique the right second play (after 
taking the diamond ace) was to 
ruff a diamond. An over-ruff by 
West was unthinkable — East
